The Lonpon Tims of October Sist, contains 
the following deplorable picture of the present 
condition of Insianp:—“By the last accounts 
from Ireland, the dreadful Cork trials were pro- 

ding; and whatever may be the issue of them, 
as coneerns the majority of the prisoners under 
provecution, it is beyond all question, as we 
presume willbe generally admitted, that a con- 
spiracy does or did exist, more cold-blooded and 
systematic in ite herce atrecity than has, at al- 
most any period within our recollection, been 
brought under cognizance of justice. The men 
men who were convicted in the first of these trials 
were mad enough to administer and take oaths 
end sign their names to papers, and hand those 
ppers about from one to another, without af- 
fecting apprehension of concealment, in public 
heuses and tents, where a thousand memories 
regwter their procecdings, the least criminal of 
which, if proved, would inevitably condema the 
parties whom they implicated fo the gallows. 
There is no illustration on record more palpable 
than that afforded by the trials now referred to, 
of the utterly disjointed or rather ef the un-uni- 
ted condition of the portion of mankind, who, 
from simultaneously inhabiting Ireland, have 
been, for many ages, miscalled the “Irish na- 
tion."’ There is, alas! as yet, no nation in that 
extraordinary land. There are two races,— 
two vocabularies;—two series of traditions,— 
two creeds,—two systems of public opinion ,— 
two codes of jurisprudence,—two standards of 
public good. Inthe case of the Doneraine con- 
spiracy, there is not only no assignable motive 
for one of the most abominable conspiracies to 
murder innocent men which was evor imagined 
or attempted to be carried into execution; but 
we even find one of the witnesses on the trial, 
and one of the conspirators before it, make the 
following unblushing declarations respecting his 
principles (?) and inteati ns, ‘I took my cath 
that I would shoot Mr. Creagh, and undoubtedly 
I would have done 80, only for hurting my leg; I 
went out to kill Mr. Low, and only that Mr.

1 would shoot twenty, thirty, or forty of them— 
would rather kill the police than the King's 
troops; | would shoot all the gentlemen in the 
county of Cork, and yet Lama conscientious 
fellow. It was a d——ble crime for me to take 
an oath to murder a gentleman, and I took it 
with all my heart: I would have shot the young 
lady inthe carriage; 1 would not apare her. (A 
thrillof horror passed through the Court at this 
observation.) Tam swearing (0 save my life, 
and I would not answer a word only to save my- 
self. 1 could not tell how many oaths I took; 
I don't know if I took an hundred oaths; I took 
the book, blessed myse f, and swore; I often 
fired into houses, and would kill the people if I 
could; there were more determined villains than 
I was. I might have sworn an hundred persons 
to commit murder."’

The editor of the Dumraies Covarer thus 
describes what he calls ‘‘an interesting and pri- 
mitive practice,’’ still existing in some districts 
of Gattowar, where the farms are chiefly 
sheep pastures, and consist of several thousand 
acres:—"‘The tenant residing nearest the post 
office, sends, we shall say, to the burgh of New 
Galloway, and gets his weekly newspaper, along 
with any letters for himself or neighbours resid. 
ing in the same line of country. The paper, 
however poor, is a luxury in the wild, and after 
being thumbed by all and sundry, is despatched 
by the shepherds when they go abroad in the 
morning, and deposited in a rock near the ex- 
tremity of the farm, which is distinguished 
from all similar masses of whin or granite, by 
the pompous name of the post office. The herds 
on the other farm are aware of the arrangement, 
and when any thing is expected, have strict 
orders to call at the post office before they re- 
turn home, mid-day or evening. The good offi- 
ces of the first farmer are reciprocated by a se- 
cond, a third, a fourth, and so on; wherever 
there is a farm there is a rock and post office, 
and by means of an arrangement which reminds 
us of the days of Lot and Abraham, newspapers 
and letters are forwarded though a tract of bar- 
ren country, extending to 20 or 30 miles, with 
a degree of regubrity and even speed, which 
might well excite the wonderment of a Cock- 
ney, who is ignorant of the *‘buird chiels’’ that 
carry them. With regard to letters, the post- 
age is generally paid by the first farmer in the 
line, who has much pleasure in settling with his 
friends when they meet at market, and convene 
over a glass of toddy at the nearest ‘burrows 
town,"’ A subscriber of our town, whose news- 
paper used to be left at the village of Dalmel- 
lington, has actually found it necessary to order 
it to be sent to an immediate station, and des- 
pite the fealty he owes to the King, he ie thus 
compelicd by circumstances to prefer the Pri- 
mitive to his Majesty’s Post Office. Now this 
truly primitive custom, which may almost be 
deemed the acme of simplicity, deserves to be 
placed in juxta position with another which 
may be characterised as the very acme of refine 
ment.’’ .
